| As a result of this great fertility 
of central Aiberta soil, Edmonton is 
rapidly becoming a filling centre. 
There are now in Edmonton and 
nearby territory, five flour mills and 
a cereal mili,while a flour mill of 250 
barrel capacity is under constructoin 
in th: city, and a smaller one at St. 
Albert, nIne miles away. Notwith- 


standing the large production of 
wheat im the district, ¢t has never 
been necessary to ship wheat or 


flour to outside markets, the con- 
sumption of Alberta points, and the 
great north country, having absorbed 
the whole crop, thus ensuring very. 
sat{sfactory prices to the producers 
of wheat. The broad ‘Saskatchewan 
has been a valuable factor in the dis- 
|itribution of heavy freight. rlour, 
| lumber and othez 
ijsent by the river as far east as 
Lloydminster and Battleford. 

Lack of space will not permit us
